Why Should You Check Car VIN Number 


Did you know that of all the cars put for sale, 1 in 100 is damaged by floods, 1 in 50 has a tampered odometer, 1 in 15 is a 
rebuilt car, and a staggering | in 5 cars is a salvaged one. On top of these, there are stolen cars and vehicles where the past 
financial lien has not been cleared, preventing you from getting clear title to your vehicle. 


In this very dark scenario if you are buying a used car and want to ensure that your investment is well-spent the only way to do 
so is to check my car VIN number .The VIN (Vehicle Identification Number)is like a car’s fingerprint as no two can be the 
same. 


It is a code with 17 characters comprising capital letters and digits that identifies a specific vehicle. Pre-1981 cars had 11 
characters. The complete history and information of the vehicle are embedded in the VIN. These include recalls, thefts, 
warranty claims, registrations, and insurance coverage. Hence, when you check my car VIN number all these critical details of 
the car are immediately known to you. The VIN is embossed at the corner of the dashboard where it meets the windshield or on 
the doorpost on the driver’s side. 


Apart from anything else, it is for your own safety that you should check my car VIN number, regardless of whether it is a well- 
used car or a comparatively new one. If a car has been through one or more accidents and cosmetic changes like servicing and 
some polish has been put in to make it worthy of sale, that still does not make it a safe car running well on the roads, thereby 
compromising your security to a great extent. You can immediately know about it when you check my car VIN numberbefore 
purchase. 


If you want to check my car VIN number, how to do so? 


Visit a website that specializes in providing car history by VIN and get a PPSR certificate. Download a form and enter the 
vehicle’s VIN and click on the Submit button. The full history of the car including the year, make, model, country of assembly, 
and style will appear before you. If you want further details regarding accidents, warranties, or liabilities, choose an appropriate 
plan on the website, make the required payment and the PPSR certificate will be in your hands in seconds. 


The PPSR (Personal Property Securities Register) is a national online register maintained by AFSA (Australian Financial 
Security Authority). Any individual or organization can register and search details of personal property like artworks, boats, 
cars, trucks, caravans, and more. When you check my car VIN number, the PPSR certificate tells you whether somebody has an 
interest in the property that prevents you from having a clear title over it.
